Tils taking of depositions in the big 
damage suit started by the Kennedy Ex­ 
tension against the Argonaut Company 
for alleged trespass was postponed 
Wednesday in the superior court. 
On 
the outside the suit has been mixed 
with the Kennedy Mining 
Company. 
To set this matter right we may state 
that plaintiff corporation in this suit 
has no connection with the Kennedy 
mining company proper. 
It is a recent­ 
ly organized company to operate 
a 
piece of mining ground lying south of 
the Kennedy works, and has 
been 
named the Kennedy Extension south for 
that reason. ¡¡The claim does not touch 
the Kennedy ground on its north bound­ 
ary line but joins the old Volunteer 
location, which is owned by the Argo­ 
naut .company, To show the wide scope 
of inquiry called for in the taking of the 
depositions in this suit. We print the 
following from the records; 
The subpoena to E. V. Zumbiel com­ 
mands him to bring on the 15th of 
December next all maps, plans, dia­ 
grams, cross and longitudinal sections, 
field notes, sketches, stope maps or 
other drawings relating to the mining 
operations of defendant on or in the 
lands described in last week’s Ledger, 
and all field notes of any surveys there­ 
of, original reports, vouchers, receipts, 
pay rolls, time hooks, statements ac­ 
counts, papers, reports or documents 
made by the superintendent, foreman or 
shift-boss and all other officers and 
employes under your control or under 
the control of said defendant corporation, 
relating to or connected with the mining 
operations of said defendant conducted 
in through and from the shaft known as 
the Argonaut shaft, sunk from the Pio­ 
neer mill site, hereinafter described, 
and all levels, crosscuts, drifts, stopes 
and underground workings connected 
with said shaft on the south side there­ 
of for 10(50 feet southerly from said 
shaft, and particularly underneath the 
surface boundaries of the land known 
as the Muldoon and Jackson 
quartz 
claims And all book accounts, vouchers, 
receipts, reports, statements, papers and 
documents of said 
defendant 
cor­ 
poration relating to or showing receipts 
obtained from bullion and sale of sul- 
phurets derived from the mining and 
milling operations of defendant upon 
ore bodies in said ground; all monthly 
itemized accounts or other periodical ac­ 
counts, reports and balance sheets show­ 
ing all items of receipts from said min­ 
ing and milling operations of defendants 
in or under said ground ; all original Uni­ 
ted States Mint receipts for bullion deri­ 
ved from ore prodnced from said mining 
ground worked by defendant, and all 
other receipts or statements showing the 
Fineness and weight of bullion produced 
therefrom.

On Wednesday, the time set for tak­

The defendant corporation was repre­ 
sented by W. J. McGee as attorney, 
accompanied by R. S. Rainsford, super­ 
intendent, and E. V. Zumbiel, secre­ 
tary of the Argonaut. 
Counsel for 
plaintiff presented a stipulation to the 
effect that the taking of depositions be 
postponed until after the holidays. 
It 
was thereupon agree that the depositions 
of Zumbiel and Rainsford be set for 
January 10, and the depositions of the 
others supoenaed should follow there­ 
after. 
It was stated that Messrs Lindley and 
Eikoff and Mckinstry, and also W. J. 
McGee, were employed as attorneys for 
the Argonaut.

On Friday last Clarence Walker was 
arrested at his home in the vicinity of 
Mount Echo on n charge of kililng a 
beef belonging to the Allen Estate com­ 
pany of Sutter Creek. It is reported that 
the property was found in his posses­ 
sion. The accused is a voting man, 27 
years of age. 
It appears that Chas Carothers dis­ 
covered the carcass of the slaughtered 
animal lying in the field, with one 
quarter missing, on Wednesday last, and 
notified the employe of the Allen Estate 
Company. 
The sheriff’s office was in­ 
formed, and deputy Connors was de­ 
tailed to look into the matter. 
He 
called at a ranch in the vicinity, to in 
quire the way to certain point. 
C la­ 
rence Walker, who was working there 
at the time, directed the deputy by a 
roundabout route, and he himself im ­ 
mediately thereafter started homeward 
by the most direct route, traveling at a 
rapid pace, evidently hent upon reaching 
there first. 
Upon hearing the Walker 
residence, the sheriff’s posse—for Con­ 
nors was accompanied by the district 
attorney—saw Clarence Walker emerge 
from the house with a sack containing 
something thrown over his shoulder, 
and making across the Fields. 
Their 
supicions were aroused by his actions. 
He was called upon to halt, but paid no 
heed to the demand. 
Deputy Connors 
thereupon gave chase on foot. 
In the 
race that ensued Walker threw the sack 
load away, to assist in his flight.

MINING NOTES.

Bunker Hill- —The output of this 
mine for the month of Novmber, in­ 
cluding sulphurets, amounted to nearly 
$24,000. 
This is somewhat below the 
bullion product of the preceding month, 
hut leaves a quantity of sulphurets on 
hand unshipped valued at over $8,000. 
The payment of the treble dividened, 
amounting to 15 cents per share, aggre­ 
gating $30,000 this month, will reduce 
the surplus about $15,000 but stll leaves 
ar eserve of over (50 000, in the treasury. 
This mine continues to lead all the gold 
producers in the county in its yield of 
bullion in proportion to the number of 
stamps in operation, the ouput for the 
past month amonnting to $1200 per 
stamp. 
Garibaldi Placer.—Work on this rich 
placer claim at Volcano was resumed 
last week, and will be prosecuted 
through the winter. The operation will 
be confined to ground sluicing, as this 
process does not involve the necessity 
of erecting costly restraining dams to 
hold the debris. It is a very slow 
method, however, as compared witli the 
hydraulic process but perhaps fully as 
profitable in the end. The claim will 
take many years to work out. 
Mitchell.—The new owners of this 
Pine Grove property have lost no time 
in starting work. 
A large quantity of 
machinery arrived at Martells early this 
week consigned to this mine. 
It is 
now being hauled to its destination. 
The equipment consists of hoisting 
machinery, saw mill, and other ap­ 
paratus necessary for economical work­ 
ing. 
It looks as though the new man­ 
agement will develop the property at 
greater depth—open up th2 mine in a 
business-like manner. 
Keystone.—The mill is kept running 
steadily, but with what results we are 
unable to say. 
The men were paid one 
month's wages lately. 
The company 
handling the property is doing the best 
it can, and it is to be hoped they will 
succeed in placing this famous mine on 
a paying basis once more. 
It is the 
general opinion that all that is needed 
to accomplish this is the expenditure of 
money to open up the mine at greater 
depth. 
Original Amador.—The new twenty 
stamp mill has 
been kept running 
steadily since it comenced operations 
on Thanksgiving day. 
No clean-up has 
been made as yet 
Amador Queen -George Hantbric, who 
with Theo Crocker and another partner 
has been operating a portion of the 
Ainador Queen mine in Murphys gulch 
for over u year under a lease from the 
owner, J. R. Phillips, left this week 
for Sun Francisco, accompanying another 
shipment of ore to the Selby reduction 
works for treatment.

Turkey Shooting 
Shooting at a target for turkeys was 
indulged in by the sports of Jackson last 
Sunday afternoon. The prizes were 
offered by Wm. Hanley of New York 
Ranch. It is no longer tolerated to 
shoot at live birds, on humanitarian 
grounds, so the target had to be substi­ 
tuted. The distance was 400 yards, and 
the outcome was not very flattering from 
a profit standpoint to the promoter. Al­ 
together 31 turkeys were disposed of. 
Of this number John Garbarini coralled 
seven, A Marcuci five, A Laverone five, 
Dr. Endictott four, and the Dal Porta 
hoys won several. The shooting was 
remarkably good. Vtarcucci won four 
birds in four successive shots. Those 
who are posted in such matters say 
Jackson has the best marksmen with the 
rifle of any place they have known. 
The turkeys will be delivered to the 
prize winners in time for Christmas. 
Hook Worms 
A few cases of hook worm have been 
discovered in the employes of the 
mines of this vicinity. 
The afflicted, 
one or two of them at least, have been 
indisposed for a long time, and until 
recentlv the true nature of the affliction 
was unsuspected. 
Dr. Sprague was the 
first to discover the existence of the 
hook-worm as the source of the trouble. 
Since then Dr. Endicott has also taken 
a quantity of the worms from patients. 
The worms are introduced into the in- 
tesines by means of germs, and multiply 
rapidly. They are readily ejected by 
medical treatment. Already the patients 
under treatment have been greatly re­ 
lieved, and since the nature of the 
trouble has been discovered every pre­ 
caution has been taken to exterminate 
the worms. 
When fullv developed the 
worms are about a half inch in length, 
and receive their name from the fact 
that a curve resembling a hook appears 
at the tail. 
Teachers’ Examination. 
The annual examination of applicants 
for teachers’ certiticatess commenced 
on Monday last before the county hoard 
of examination. 
There were thirteen 
applicants eleven 
females and two 
males. Nine of the applicants are from 
Amador county, and four from outside 
points. 
The examination is still in 
progress, but will be finished this 
evening.

San Francisco proposes to celebrate the completion of the 
Panama canal iu 1915 
a world’s fair 
an exposition 011 a 
scale of magnitude in keeping with the tremendous under­ 
taking which it is designed to celebrate. 
The idea is an ex­ 
cellent one, and there is no doubt it will be taken up with 
a vim and energy neccessary to carry it to a successful issue. 
San Francisco is noted for big doings. 
In recent years she has eclipsed all previous history iu the 
great fire of A pril 18, 1906. 
A few weeks ago she signalized 
the restoration of the city to its more than former beauty and 
grandeur by the Portola festival— a carnival the like of which 
has rarely if ever been witnessed. 
From now on her spirited 
citizens will 
bend 
their energies toward promoting the 
Panama exposition. 
There is no question that it will over­ 
top anything in that line that has been heretofore achieved in 
America or elsewhere. 
It is estimated that the total cost 
will be fifty millions— a sum of money which is sim ply 
staggering, especially when ic concerns a city still suffering 
a recovery from the most colossal calamity of history. 
It is 
expected that the people of California will unite in boosting 
the exposition, with moral and financial aid. 
The United 
States government will no doubt lend substantial assistance 
to the proposition, as constituting a fitting climax to the 
biggest digging and engineering scheme ever undertaken by 
human brain and brawn. 


A 
S U P E R V IS O R IN D IC T E D 


The grand ju r y of Tuolumne county has set a wholesome 
example in the indictment of Paul Morris, one of the super­ 
visors ofthat county, for felony. 
The crime charged is that 
he indirectly sold goods to the county, and received pay 
therefor, contrary 
to the law which 
forbids any county 
official from being interested iu any contract with the count}', 
or presenting any claim against the county. 
His book­ 
keeper, George B. Carter, was made the go-between, who 
made out the claim for supplies for the public highway, and 
swore to the claim, and Morris as supervisor certified to the 
correctness of the bill and passed it. 
The bookkeeper re­ 
ceived the money for the claim, and handed the same to 
Morris. 
It vas, according to the reported facts, a clear case 
of evading the law, and the grand,jury as a matter of duty 
took hold of the matter, even though 
the information came 
to them through an anonymous communication. 
This affair 
illustrates the defective charater of the present road laws, 
which pieces the hiring of men, the purchase of material, and 
the allowance of bills practically iu the hands of one man— 
the supervisor of the road district. 
T h e law itself is a stand­ 
ing invitation to resort to evasion and illegal methods, and 
that it is being used in that direction iu other places than 
Tuolumne to the detriment of the public there, can be no 
reasonable doubt, 
And while the indictment of a few trans­ 
gressing officials, after • the example of Tuolumne county, 
would undoubtedly exert a salutary influence, the grafting 
business is not likely to be suppressed until the road law is 
radically changed. 
There is too much of the you-favor-me- 
and-ril-favor-ycu spirit in the conduct of governing bodies, 
for the plain purpose of promoting self-interest rather than 
public interests,

fuss is being made over the Nicaragua affair. 
I hat American 
citizen should receive the protection of the United States 
while peacefully and lawfully pursuing their business in 
foreign countries, n > one will dispute. 
It is the duty of this 
government to ex.cad its protecting arm to its citizens living 
under a foreign (lag in any part of the world, provided ol 
course that the laws of the country in which they live are re­ 
spected by them. 
But the question is, does this well-re­ 
cognized principle apply to the cases of Groce and Cannon, 
claiming to be Americans, who joined the revolutionary 
arm y of Nicaragua under Estrada, were made prisoners, 
tried by court martial, found guilty of capital crimes, and 
executed therefor. 
We cauuot see that Americaus have any 
business, while claiming the rights of citizens, to mix up 
with the civil strife of foreigu countries in which they happen 
to live. 
If they do so, they should take the consequences 
upon their own shoulders, and uot expect their own govern­ 
ment to intervene iu thejeveut of their being captured by the 
enemy, and convicted of unlawful acts.

a collection of heads 
of matches 
was 


found laid aside in a corner 
for food, 


while the sticks hal been used inbuild- 
ing the nest. 
Birds 'have 
also 
been 


responsible for fires, but not 
actuatlly 


causing them, like the rats 
and 
mice. 


The birds are firemakers through 
build- 


ing their nests in places 
where 
sparks 


from a chimney, 
for instance, 
fall in 


the straw and dry stuff used in building 
the nest. 


Atkinson also made an experiment 
to 


find out if rats 
would gnaw 
matches. 


For two weeks 
a rat 
was kept 
under 


watch and matches placed with its food. 
It was not long before it was 
chewing 


the matches, 
and once it got a taste 
of 


the phosphorus 
it began 
to 
like the 


matches, 
and in chewing 
them 
set 


them off. 


They used the best material to start 
a 


fire, such as cotton waste, excelsior and 
other fine stuff, 
frequently soaked 
with 


oil. In time the heat from the chimney 
and the close quarters of the nest 
com- 


bined to cause 
spontaneous 
combustion 


and there svas an unexplained fire in the 
roof. 


As far back 
as 
1873 
Atkinson 
made 


some 
investigations 
and 
experiments 


that 
proved this. 
The New 
England 


millshad had a number of fires 
which 


started 
in the roofs. 
On examining 


one fire that was put out immediately it 
was found that rats had built their nests 
up in the rafters and close to the chim- 
neys to get the warmth.

out in hurrahs of joy. For two hours 
they chanted and danced the passions 
of wildlife. 


Ahwelah was awakened with a kick,

run a 20 horsse-power 
sulphur 
dioxide 


engine, and at times

the cost per horse-power 
of the 
solar 


power plant to be about $164,
